“AM SHEPARD was the logical 
suspect for the crime, Sam had 
borrowed $15,000 from old Mrs. 
Hodges, and had given her a& note 
for the amount. Mrs. Hodges was a 
real estate operator and maintained 
an office on Fay street in Bridge- 
water, According to the secretary, 
she kept all her business papers in 
a safe at the office, but according to 
the secretary, she had taken Sam 
Shepard's note home with her on 
Tuesday night, 

Mrs, Hodges lived out in the coun- 
try in Barstow, 


Wednesday morning she was 
found dead in bed, killed with a 
knife. The $15,000 note was 
missing, 


On the Monday before, Sam Shep- 
ard had left the distant city of Hay- 
den and driven by automobile to 
Barstow, arriving Tuesday afternoon 
about four o'clock and registering 
at an inn operated by a Mrs. Bean. 
He had gone directly to his room 
and retired, first telling Mrs. Bean 
that he was terrifically tired after 
his long drive. At eight o'clock that 
evening he had waked, dressed and 
set out for a walk in the country, 
returning to the inn about midnight, 


He admitted being In the vicin- 
ity of Mrs, Hodges’ house. 
Inspector Otis Jackson, assigned 

to the case, learned these things be- 
fore he called on Shepard. Mrs. 
Saunders, Mrs. Hodges’ housekeep- 
er, gave him the added information 
that Mrs, Hodges had pleaded a 
headache upon returning home on 
Tuesday, and had gone immediately 
to bed, without eating any dinner. 


Inspector Jackson got in touch 
with authorities in Hayden, They 
and Mrs. Hodges’ office secretary 
provided him with this information: 
Sam Shepard's affairs were in bad 
shape. He hadn't been able to keep 
up interest payments on his note. 
If Mrs. Hodges foreclosed he would 
be ruined. He had no particular 
reason for visiting Barstow in the 
middle of the week. 


Jackson assembled all this infor- 
mation, sorted it out, thought about 
it and then went to the inn where 
Sam Shepard was staying, and ques- 
tioned him, 

“Why did you come to Barstow 
in the middle of the week?” 

“Bor two reasons. First, my 
health was in pretty bad condi- 
tion as a result of financial wor- 
ries. Second, I wanted to have 
a talk with Mrs. Hodges. I owe 
her $15,000. I was going to ask 
her to extend the note for three 
months,”’ 


“Did you see Mrs, 
Tuesday night?”’ 


“No, I retired the minute I ar- 
rived here. I waked at eight o’clock, 
dressed, walked out to the Barstow 
place, found it dark and so returned 
to the inn and went to bed.” 


Inspector Jackson looked at the 
young man thoughtfully. ‘You're 
pretty frank about all this.” 

“Why shouldn't I be? I have noth- 
ing to hide,” 


“Did you contact any one at all 
before you retired, after reaching 
here Tuesday night?” 

“Yes. I called Mrs. Hodges’ of- 
fice in Bridgewater. Her secretary 
answered. She said Mrs. Hodges 
hadn't been feeling well and had 
gone home early,” 

“Ts that all?’’ 

Yes." 

Inspector Jackson didn’t arrest 
Sam Shepard, Instead he had a 
talk with Mrs. Hodges’ secretary. 


“When Shepard called did you tell 
him Mrs, Hodges had taken his note 
home with her?’’

Jackson next day visited Mrs. 
Saunders, the housekeeper. “Did 
Mrs. Hodges tell you she had 
brought Sam Shepard’s note 
home with her from the office be- 
fore she retired on Tuesday 
night?” 

“She didn’t tell me nothin’, except 
that she had a headache and was 
going to bed without her dinner.” 

“Were you here all evening?” 

“Nope, Mrs. Hodges told me I 
could have the evening off, so I went 
over to see my sister, Minnie.” 


“And what time did you get 
back?" 

“About seven o'clock this morn- 
ing, in time to get Mrs. Hodges’ 
breakfast."’ The buxom lady shud- 
dered. “It was me who found her, 
y'know.” 

“Yes, I know.” 

Jackson returned to police head- 
quarters and explained his findings 
to the chief. 

“Of course,’’ he said, ‘‘the one who 
killed Mrs, Hodges was the secre- 
tary. I've sent a man out to pick 
her up."

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Coffee Farmers Are 
Urged To Plant 
Winter Cover Crops 


Excellent stands of winter 
cover crops were obtained 
on several farms in Wire- 
gras Soil Conservation Dis- 
trict last fall by planting 
cats or blue lupine broad- 
eost before digging runner 
peanuts. The oats and lu. 
pine were planted at the 
rate of 2 bushels of oats or 
50 pounds of lupine seed 
per acre. The seed were 
satisfactorily covered by the 
peanut digging operation. 

Hogs were turned in the 
fields to graze the scattered 
peanuts left on the ground. 
in most cases the oats were 
severely grazed but there 
was a stand with a good 
root system to hold the soil 
in place. The lupine was not 
grazed by the hogs but 
where the plants occurred 
in the peanut drill they were 
rooted about and slightly 
damaged but not enough to 
reduce the value as a win- 
ter legume. 

For this one year. the 
yreen cover produced and 
the grazing furnished by 
the oats proved a profitable 
practice on land where pea- 
nuts were harvested. It 
should be emphasized, how- 
ever, that this was only one 
year’s results and such sat- 
isfactory results may not be 
obtained every year.. In 
most cases the area in cov- 
er crops was small, ranging 
from one to three acres, and 
the number of hogs in the 


field was large. Usually, 
the oats and lupine were 


the only green crops avail- 
able to the animals in the 
field. 

Estimates of the amount 
of green plant material pro- 
duced by the blue lupine, 
planted before the peanuts 
were harvested, were made 
during the week, February 
14th through the 21st, 1943. 
The green plant material 
ranged from 3 to 11 thou- 
sand pounds per acre. Ex- 
perimental studies have 
shown that 7,000 pounds of 
jgreen legume ‘plants, when 
turned under, will provide 
the nitrogen needed by the 
crops planted on the land 
after the legumes are turn- 
ed under. 

Farmers sowing either 
cats or blue lupine last fall 
before digging peanuts are 
pleased with results. 

Paul Hutto, Ariton, Ala., 
said: “In the future I am 
going to sow oats on har- 
vested peanut land by broad- 
casting the seed and cover- 
ing them with the peanut 
digging operation. The only 
cost of sowing the oats was 
the cost of the seed and a 
small amount of labor. J 
had to plow up the peanuts 
and in digging and shaking 
the peanuts I covered the 
oat seed.” 

Mr. Wyatt Key, Midland 
,; City, was so pleased with the 
blue lupine he planted be- 
fore digging peanuts last 
fall he said, ‘Somebody will 
be ahead of my peanut dig- 
ger this fall sowing lupine 
on most of the land where 
I dig peanuts.” 

There were numerous 
cther farmers in the Wire- 
grass Soil Conservation Dis- 
trict, which is composed of 
Coffee, Dale, Geneva, Hen- 
ry, Houston and Pike Coun- 
ties, who planted cover 
lecrops last fall before har- 
vesting neannis. They all 
report satisfactory results 
and plan to expand this 
practice. 

The Rotary Club of En- 
terprise and the Lions Club 
of Elba, in cooperation with 
ihe agricultural agencies of 
Coffee County, is sending 
each farmer in the county 
an announcement sponsor- 
ing winter cover crops plant- 
ed on harvested peanut land. 

Growing blue lupine in

Clipper Enlists In 
Campaign To Solve 
Pulpwood Shortage 


The Clipper today has 
joined other weekly and 
daily newspapers of the na- 
tion in a campaign to aid 
the Government to help 
solve the serious pulpwood 
shortage situation. 

It is the second time since 
Pearl Harbor that the na- 
tion’s newspapers have been 
called upon to overcome a 
serious war material short- 
age.. Last year it was the 
Newspapers United Serap 
Metal Campaign. At that 
time scores of steel mills 
faced shutdowns for lack of 
vital materials. What the 
newspapers accomplished 
in that drive is history. The 
situation was saved with 
more than 6,000,000 tons of 
precious metal collected. 

Now it is the pulpwood 
campaign and it is equally 
scrious because hundreds of 
thousands of cords of the 


nation’s pulpwood are re- 
quired for war purposes. 
The Victory Pulpwood 


Campaign was initiated by 
the War Production Board, 
with the cooperation of 
other Federal Departments, 
war agencies and industry. 
It is designed to relieve in- 
creasingly serious shortages 
in pulpwood, the raw mate- 
rial which makes smokeless 
powder, rayon for  para- 
chutes, plastics for airplane 
parts, shell and bomb cas- 
ings and shipping contain- 
ers for ammunition, foods, 
supplies, blood plasma ‘and 
other necessities for our 
armed forces and our allies. 

The campaign to increase 
the production of pulpwood 
for the manufacture of pro- 
ducts vitally, necessary for 
military needs overseas and 
for home front war uses, is 
addressed to farmers, wood- 
land owners, forest laborers 
and other available workers 
in the three major pulpwood 
producing areas of the 
South, Northeast and Lake 
States, where manpower 
shortages have developed 
because of the withdrawal 
of woodsmen for service in 
the armed forces or other 
war work.

County Agent Urees 
Care In Handling 
1943 Cotton Crop 


Since cotton picking is 
getting under way in all 
parts of the county, it is 
worthwhile that all farmers 
give serious consideration 
to the manner in which the 
job should be done to get 
the most value out of the 
crop by following the best 
harvesting methods. 

The 19438 loan _ instrue- 
tions show the importance 
of both grade and staple 
length of cotton. For exam- 
ple: The loan value of white 
strict low middling 15-16 
cotton is $6.00 per bale less 
than middling. For low mid- 
dling the loan value is 
$11.50 per bale less than 
for middling. For spotted 
low middling the loan value 
is $21.00 per bale less than 
white middling, and tinged 
low middling is $25.50 less 
per bale. 

The Agent is aware 
the fact that our labor is 
short and that for the past 
few days it has been rain- 
ing. These facts no doubt 
induce farmers to pick “rain 
or shine.’”’ Farmers, howev- 
er, will profit by giving par- 
ticular attention to the fol- 
lowing: 

1. Excess moisture and 
foreign matter in the seed 
reduce the value of lint. 

2. Ginning cotton in green, 
damp or wet condition 
causes rough preparation 
and lowers the quality as 
much as one or two grades. 

3. Wet cotton should be 
allowed to dry on tarpau- 
lins or sacks as long as re- 
quired to remove excess 
moisture. : 

4. Careless picking turns 
out much lower grades than 
clean picking, even when 
elaborate cleaning machin- 
ery is used in ginning. 

Ginners have made an ex- 
cellent record for the last 
few years, but no ginner can 
properly gin green, wet and 
dirty seed cotton. Farmers 
who follow the above sug- 
gestions and get their seed 
cotton to the gin dry and 
clean are within their rights 
by insisting that the ginner 
does a good job of ginning.

PROPER WAY OUTLINED 
HARVEST PEANUT CROP 


Since the need for peanuts 
is great this year—to relieve 
the war-caused shortage of 
vegetable oils—every far- 
mer should use every pre- 
caution in harvesting pea- 
nuts. J. C. Lowery, exten- 
sion agronomist, says that 
every farmer will get more 
peanuts of better quality by 
following these six steps in 
harvesting: 

1. Dig when foliage shows 
a general yellowish matur- 
ity color and nuts well form- 
ed and the inside of the hulls 
begin to color and show 
dark veins. Avoid very ear- 
ly and very late digging. 

2. Dig peanuts while the 
plants are dry. 

8. Set stack poles over 
peanut field so small stacks 
can be made. 

4. Loosen peanuts in the 
soil with plow or other im- 
plement. Allow peanuts to 
wilt and stack carefully on 
stack poles. 

5. Make stacks higher 
than stack poles to allow for 
settling. Complete stacks 
with smooth sides to pre- 
vent entrance of water and 
cap with grass. 

6. Let peanuts cure in the 
stack four to six weeks be- 
fore picking.

GOD GIVES LAWS FOR HIS 


PEOPLE 
LESSON TEXT—Exodus 23;1-9; Gala: 
tlans 3;23-28; 6:13-14 
GOLDEN TEXT—Thou shalt love the 


Lord thy God with all thy heart, and with 


all thy soul, and with all thy strength 
and with all thy mind; and thy neighbor 
as thyself,—Luke 10:27, 


Our God is a God of order. To 
have order we must have law, hence 
God gave His people not only the 
fundamental law of humanity's 
moral sense of right and wrong, 
and the Ten Commandments which 
are the basis of all codes of law, 
but also those detailed regulations 
needed for the law’s interpretation, 

The law of God was not intended 
to establish a legalistic system of 
salvation by work, but, as revealed 
in the New Testament, it was to 
guide and bring us to Christ, in 
whom it finds its true fulfillment. 

These are matters of fundamental 
importance and suggest the need of 
a careful study of our three Scrip- 
ture portions. 


I. The Law Established (Exod. 
23:1-9), 
At Sinai the Israelites were 


brought into the presence of God in 
a dramatic and solemn assembly to 
hear the words of God from the 
mountain, These were later writ- 
ten as the Ten Commandments on 
the tables of stone. Here they 
learned in a new way of the maj- 
esty, the righteousness, and the love 
of God. 

The Ten Commandments are rec- 
ognized as the foundation on which 
all legal codes, ancient and mod- 
ern, are built. They cover man’s 
relation to God and his relation to 
his fellow man, They are unsur- 


passed as a comprehensive and 
compact statement of the moral 
law. 


The passage in Exodus 23 gives 
us some of the rules and regula- 
tions for daily life which are in a 
sense an interpretation of the law. 
This portion gives us an idea of the 
type of laws provided by God for 
His people and reveals ‘the moral 
flavor of the whole divine legisla- 
tion,” 

The thing which impresses us as 
we read of the divine requirements 
of justice toward all, of love for 
one's enemies, of refraining from 
false witness, of refusing all brib- 
ery, is that God's standards are 
very high. 

God's law is good, it is right, of 
divine quality and perfect purity, It 
has, however, an even higher pur- 
pose than providing direction for 
life. We learn of that as we hear 

Ii. The Law Described (Gal. 3:23- 
28), 

What was the purpose of the law? 
It was and is a servant of God to 
lead the needy sinner to Christ. The 
word ‘‘tutor’ in verse 24 does not 
refer to one who teaches, but the 
servant who saw to it that the 
school boy, possibly a bit reluctant, 
arrived at his destination. 

The law convicts of sin and makes 
it evident to the repentant one that 
he needs divine help if he is ever 
to meet its demands. The law real- 
ly puts a man in prison (kept in 
ward,”’ v. 23), and makes him look 
to Christ to set him free. 

When one trusts Christ he comes 
into the place of a son. He enters 
upon a_ spiritual maturity which 
makes it no longer necessary to 
have a tutor directing and disciplin- 
ing him. He has entered into a new 
relationship by faith, and is a child 
of God. 

Does this mean that the law has 
been set aside or abrogated? Not at 
all. Jesus Himself said, ‘‘Think not 
that I am come to destroy the law 
. . . lam not come to destroy, but 
to fulfill’ (Matt. 5:17). This is our 
third point. 

Ill. The Law Fulfilled (Gal. 5:13, 
14). 

Paul had warned against the folly 
of legalism. In Christ men are free 
from a slavish bondage to the law. 
But men, desiring to substitute li- 
cense for liberty, were using the 
grace of God as an excuse for self- 
indulgence and sin. 

Christ has set aside all the cere- 
monial requirements of the law, for 
He became the perfect, once-for-all 
sacrifice for sin, which was infinite- 
ly superior to all the offerings of 
the Old Testament law. He thus ful- 
filled the type of the offerings. 

The moral requirements of the 
law were gathered up in Him, and in 
Him we have only one law to ful- 
fill, the law of love. Obedience to 
that law meets all the moral re- 
quirements of the Old Testament 
law. 

Liberty to the Christian is not a 
freedom to do as he pleases, not 
“an occasion to the flesh" that it 
may live in selfishness and sin. We 
are free only to be bound by the 
blessed law of love. 

The tablets of stone were (and 
still are) important. Their laws 
have never been set aside or with- 
drawn. » But in Christ God has done 
what He spoke of through Jere- 
miah the prophet, He has put His 
law in the Christian's inner being, 
and has written it in his neart. (Jer. 
31:33),

County Agent’s 
Column 


By HUGH D. SEXTON 
County Agent 
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FALL GARDENING 

There is still time to plant 
a lot of vegetables. The fall 
garden should produce suf- 

ficient vegetables to supply 
the needs of the average 
family, leaving all of the 
canned food for winter use. 
The following suggestions 
are given for those who are 
willing to try to grow a fall 
garden: 

1. The soil should be the 
best available. Well-drain- 
ed bottom land is prefera- 
ble. 

2. If the spring and sum- 
mer garden spot is to be 
used it should be cleaned 
up. All weeds, grass, corn 
Stalks, cabbage stalks, ete., 
must be removed. This will 
conserve the moisture. If 
these materials are plowed 
under at this time of year 
you will fail with your fall 
garden. 

8. The soil should be well 
prepared and harrowed or 
raked several times before 
planting. 

4, Use at least 10 pounds 
of commercial fertilizer on 
a row 100 feet long. 

5. Plant on a_ firm seed 
bed— one that has been 
thoroughly prepared and 
packed by either a good 
rain or some packing imple- 
ment. This is very impor- 
tant. In planting small seed, 
freshen the ground with a 
rake; sow the seed and walk 
on them. 

6. Plant after a good rain. 
Rainfall records for the past 
20 years show that we have 
good rainfall in Coffee Coun- 
ty in August up to the 15th 
and during the last week in 
September. Rainfall during 
the latter part of August 
and first part of September 
is light. 

7. Try vegetables such as: 
Beans, cabbage, carrots, 
squash, tomatoes and_ tur- 
nips. The average date of 
the first killing frost in Cot- 
fee County, for a number of 
years, has been November 
10. We therefore have ap- 
proximately 90 growing 
days left before frost. Beans 
will mature in 60 to 75 days. 
Cabbage will mature in 90 
days; carrots, 75 days; to- 
matoes, 60-70 days; squash, 
50-65 days; turnips, 30-40 
days. 

8. Remember the bugs. 
Derris will kill most of them 
if applied properly. Dust 
your turnips with Derris 
when the plants are 2 inches 
high. Try a light at night 
over a pan of water in which 
a little kerosene has been 
poured, for the “green 
stink bug.” 

9. It is worth the effort to 
try a fall garden. If you 
fail you will not lose much. 
If you succeed you will be 
well paid. 


Before painting doors 
tub a coat of vaseline over 
doorknobs, locks and _ hing- 
cs. If paint splashes it can 
pe easily washed or wiped 
off. 


Alabama’s victory garden 
has been very successful up 
to the present time. Gar- 
deners should continue their 
work by planting beets, car- 
rots, collards, lettuce, kale, 
turnips, tendergreens, mus- 
tard and radishes now.

Robert G. Lee, Technical 
Sergeant, who has been in 
service in England for the 
past two years, arrived last 
week for a well deserved 
furlough visit with his par- 
ents, Mr. and Mrs. Leslie 
Lee, and other relatives. 

Sergeant Lee has been 
with the U.S. Righth Army, 
based in England, and has 
seen much active service 
during the past several 
months. He has been award- 
ed the Air medal and along 
with the medal three Oak 
Leaf Clusters, ea ch of which 
denotes another medal, All 
of these awards are for 
meritorious service while in 
the line of duty. 


But the most cherished 
medal which Sergeant Lee 
has in his collection is the 


Distinguished Flying Cross, 
which was awarded to him 
in July. The citation reads: 
“For extraordinary achieve-

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Cotton Loan Rate 
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Has Been Announced 
For Coffee Farmers 


Cotton loan rate to Coffee 
County farmers this year 
will be 20.28 cents a pound 
for 15-16 inch middling cot- 
ton, net weight, according 
tc information received by 
Hugh D. Sexton, county 
agent, from the War Food 
Administration. 

Loans will be made di- 
rectly by the Commodity 
Credit Corporation or thru 
lending agencies, principal- 
ly banks, approved by the 
Corporation. Requests for 
approval as lending agen- 
cies should be directed to 
Commodity Credit Corpora- 
tion, Regional Office, New 
Orleans, La. 

Authority has been grant- 
ed state and county AAA 
committees to designate per- 
sons to assist producers in 
preparing and executing 
loan papers. Bona fide em- 
ployees of Production Cred- 
it Associations charged by 
the Farm Credit Corpora- 
tion, banks approved by the 
Commodity Credit Corpora- 
tion, as iending agencies, 
warehouses approved for the 
storage of loan cotton, and 
county AAA officers are be- 
ing designated as clerks. In 
addition, employees of other 
groups, such as cotton fac- 
tors, ginners, cotton buyers, 
or others who have adequate 
facilities to perform the ser- 
vices required of a _ clerk, 
may be approved upon the 
recommendation of the coun- 
ty AAA committee to the 
state AAA committee. 

Cotton producers’ notes 
will bear interest at the rate 
of 3 per cent per annum and 
will mature July 31, 1944, 
but will be callable on de- 
mand. Loans will be avail- 
able until May 1, 1944. 

Loans will be made only 
on cotton represented by 
warehouse receipts issued 
by warehouses approved by 
Commodity Credit Corpo- 
ration. Cotton to be eligible 
for the loan must be classed 
by a Board of Cotton Exam- 
iners of the United States 
Department of Agriculture. 

Mr. Sexton says it will 
pay farmers to pick, handle 
and gin their cotton so that 
it will grade middling 15-16 
inch or better if possible. 
For example, the difference 
in dollar value between 
middling 15-16 inch and 
strict middling 15-16 inch is 
$6.00 a bale. If reduced toa 
low middling, the loss 
would be $11.50 per bale.

Survey Last Last Week 
Shows Coffee Has 
Yery Few Caterpillars 


Paul H. DeBach, ento- 
mologist from the Bureau of 
Entomology and Plant Quar- 
antine, U. S. Department of 
Agriculture, was in Coffee 
County August 20 and 21, 
making a survey of peanut 
nelds to determine whether 
ov not there are enough vel- 
vet bean caterpillars pres- 
ent to defoliate the crop. 

Dr. DeBach included Cof- 
fee, Houston and Geneva 
Counties in his survey, His 
report on the trip showed 
that Coffee had fewer of the 
insects than the other two 
counties and that larvae and 
adults of the pest were rare 
in all three. 

Three small areas were 
found showing a slight 
amount of damage; near 
Kinston and Fairview in 
Coffee; Ashford in Houston; 
Thurston, Hartford and Slo- 
comb in Geneva. Inspection 
showed that peanuts, velvet 
beans and kudzu were about 
equally infested. 


Dr. DeBach stated that 
while there is a_ potential 


menace, he feels that unless 
the increase should be very 
rapid because of favorable 
environment conditions, the 
damage to crops this season 
will be negligible.
